Pare arge: with the French aeronautical mission to the 

United States, whose members spent four days in 
Detroit, one was struck with the extreme earnestness and 
interest with which this distinguished group inquires into 
ull phases of the problem of aviation’s development. While 
France has for long been active in the transport of pas- 
sengers via air, she has as yet made little progress in the 
air mail service; it is to examine and report on conditions 
in this country that the mission has been sent to us. 

Gen. Paul Boucabeilie, head of the mission, is a typical 
French army officer. He is 64, erect and soldierly, grizzled 
and stern, but full of enthusiasm when he is interested. He 
was chief of staff for Gen. Joseph Gallieni during the war 
and has been decorated many times. 

The general was full of questions, chiefly touching the 
extent to which the air service was of value to the modern 
business man and how dependable it was. He expressed the 
belief that air mail service between France and the United 
States was among the probabilities of the near future. 

M. d’Anglejean, operations manager of the Com- 
pagnie Generale Aeropostale, was an interested member 
of the mission. His company maintains service between 
Bordeaux and the French colonies in Africa and to 
Buenos Aires. The mail is carried by combined runs 

| of planes from Bordeaux to Morocco and the Cape Verde 
Islands, and is then picked up by fast French cruisers 
and transported to the Fernando de Noronha Islands, 600 
miles off the South American coast. Here it is retrans- 
ferred to planes and delivered to the Argentine capital. 
The run of 7,000 miles has been reduced in time from 
eighteen days to ten days. 
Victor Heftler, president of the Zehith Detroit Corpora- 
tion, Was host at the luncheon to members of the mission. 
Interesting personalities were Dr. Abd-El-Nour. president 
of the Aero Club of the Ardennes and mayor of Bazeilles, 
and M. de Montgolfier of the Troyes Chamber of Commerce.

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Analysis of 
Four Months’ 


Totals Given 


By JOHN C. WETMORE 


OS ANGELES, Jane 2.—Indi- 
cations are that noteworthy 
progress is being made by auto- 
mobile merchants toward making 
1928 the predicted banner year of 
the industry. Reports from fifteen 
important cities, whose registra- 
tions have so far been received, 
show gains not only in April, but 
in the first four months of the 
year as compared with these pe- 

riods of 1927. 

These increases were made despite 
heavy Ford losses For instance, 
up to the end of April not only 
was the Ford loss of 13.203 made up 
but a net gain of 8,598 added thereto 

Seven of the fifteen cities showed 
increases over last April and nine 
over the first four months of 1927 
Though Chicago and Los Angcles 
were up against inordinately heavy 
Ford handicaps, the other two of 
the four big key cities, New York 
1nd Detroit, made large enough 
sales increases to keep the Big Four 
“out of the red.” In fact, their 
gains were large enough to make 
the entire fifteen as a whole win- 
ners in both periods To complete 
the picture the eleven smaller cities 
lost 247 in April and 1530 or 2 
per cent. up to the end of that 
month. The accompanying table, 
however. tells the whole story 

What happened to the twenty-five 
best sellers, whose sales incident- 
ally are normally fully 10 per cent 
of total registrations in the United 
States and whose comparative new 
passenger car licenses are set forth 
tn another table, ought to be a 
pretty fair visualization of the sales 
success aS a whole that is coming 
to a very large contingent in the 
industry. 

How rapidly Ford is getting into 
the picture may be seen from the 
fact that its April loss in the four 
key cities with actual gains in New 





York and Detroit was only 3.3 per 
cent. and that its rank on that 
month’s table was fifth and only 


two places lower on the four months’ 
list. 

General Motors’ passenger car 
units made a 14.2 per cent. gain, as 
compared with the official 16.2 per 
‘ent. April increase given out by 
President Sloan, their ratio to the 
total rising from 39.5 per cent. last 
April to 41.0 per cent. last month 
Their tour months’ gain was 19.3, 
with an ingrease in ratio from 38.3 
in 1927 to 41.9 per cent. in 1928 

The four ponies (Chevrolet. Ford 
Whippet and Durant-Star) gained 
21.3 per cent. in April and 7.8 per 
cent. in four months, their relative 
1928-27 ratios to the total being 
33.5-30.6 per cent. in April and 
32.2-32.6 per cent. in four months

Texas Reo Company 
Plans Examinations 
For Its Service Men 


Houston, Tex., June 2 (U. T. P. 
S.).—J. H. Lemons, president of 
the Reo Motor Car Company of 
Texas, announces that all men 
connected with the repair and 
service end of this business for a 
period of six months or longer 
will be given a written examina- 
tion. The examination will con- 
tain seventy-five questions and 
will cover all details of servicing 
the several Reo models. 

Lemons explains that it will be 
necessary for each employee to 
make a grade of not less than 75 
per cent. in order to hold his po- 
sition. 

This step is taken to encourage 
service men to make a thorough 
study of the Reo car and to ac- 
quaint themselves with the T- 
head and L-head jobs, although 
they may have been skilled me- 
chanics with other cars of over- 
head valves or air-cooled models.

NE of the most startling pieces of news that the auto- 
O motive industry has had in many vears broke last week 
in the announcement of the acquisition of the Dodge organ- 
ization by Chrysler. Incidentally, no other merger in Wall 
Street’s history has ever been so carefully and successfully 
guarded. There was no semblance of a leak. The announce- 
ment caught the general public and even well informed oper- 
ators in the Street completely by surprise. 

With this merger completed, the automobile manufac- 
turing field is now dominated by a “big three,” composed of 
General Motors, Ford and Chrysler-Dodge. On their pres- 
ent production schedules, allowing somewhat for the uncer- 
tainty surrounding Ford’s exact output at the moment, these 
three companies will account for nearly 75 per cent. of the 
passenger car manufacturing in this country today. 

Walter Chrysler has announced that for the present at 
any rate, Dodge will maintain its separate manufacturing 
organization and that the Dodge dealer organization will not 
be disturbed in any way in the function it has hitherto per- 
formed. No definite announcement of exact plans can be 
expected until after the Chrysler stockholders have met to 
confirm the deal, which will probably be within two or three 
weeks. 

Exactly what is the gain in the whole transaction? 
The Chrysler, one of the strong organizations in the 
industry, acquires an extremely efficient and well-located 
plant, capable of a higher production, even, than its past 
records prove it can give. The most important gain that 
Chrysler makes is unquestionably increased representa- 
tion. It costs much time and money to build a dealer 
organization, and by this merger Chrysler is taking over 
a full-fledged and powerful merchandising army. 

Obviously. in arranging his new organization Walter 
Chrysler can follow either of two courses. He can keep the 
Dodge identity permanently and arrange the two lines to 
avoid conflict, with each other or with the new De ‘Soto. 
General Motors has given a broad hint as to what can be 
done with separate company units under one executive lead- 
ership. 

On the other hand, if Chrysler elects to sink the Dodge 
identity under his own name he has a line of cars paralleling 
General Motors’ combined line and he gains tremendous pro- 
duction facilities and an enormously extended dealer organ- 
ization to handle his output. 

Mergers have always been favorite fodder for the rumor 
factory that is always working in the automotive industry. 
Following the Chrysler-Dodge merger, there was scarcely a 
company in the business which was not named as participant 
in some sort of an amalgamation. President Myron Forbes 
of Pierce-Arrow has acknowledged the existence of negotia- 
tions between his company and Jordan. Beyond that there 
is nothing to lend probability to the stories of automobile 
companies joining forces. The possibility is interesting, but 
that is all for the present; there “‘isn’t any more,” as Miss 
Barrymore remarked on a historic occasion. 





ITH the formation of the Rubber Institute by the lead- 

ing tire and rubber manufacturers of the country, 
Gen. Lincoln Andrews, formerly prohibition director, 
becomes the: Will Hays of the rubber industry. 

Gen. Andrews states: “It will be my purpose and the 
function of the institute to provide for ‘intelligent individual 
business management operating independently an oppor- 
tunity to do business at a fair profit and on a basis of whole- 
some competition.” Certainly an admirable object. It 
to be hoped that the institute will be able to devote some time 
to the retail tire sales division. Certainly some evil practices 
exist in this field and co-operative help may yo far to solve 
various problems.
